When the regular volunteer force 


now forming in the Uuited States, 
which is to consist of 1,573 officers and 
13,000 men, joins the army in the Phil- 
ippine?, the total strength will be a 
little over 50,000. There are now ia tbe 
archipelago, including those en route 
and about to sail, 39,423 regulars and 
6,865 volunteers, besides some 2,000 in 
the medical service and hospital corps. 


The authorized strength of the regu- 


lar army ia 63,000, bnt the present en- 
listment ia only 60,000, there etill being 
required 5,000 reurnita. Tbe provis- 
ional army, consisting of volunteers 
enlisted for two yea.rs, may be raised 
to 35,000 under the recent act of Con- 
gress, but tbe force now called for is 
only 16,955, with about 4,500 reornits 
needed. 
With the enlistment com- 


pleted, tbe army of the United States 
will contain 81,850 officers and men. 
Tnere still remains to be mastered out 
4,906 volunteers iu this country, 4,906 
en ro'iie to tue Uin'fd Stuti^ mid 
6,24'2 ia tbe Tuilippius.*—a totil of 
little over 15,000. 


There are 16,652 regulars in service 


in this counl ry, 2,815 in Porto Rico, 12, 
290 iu Cuba, 455 ia Alaska and 483 in 
Hawaii. Undorthe present conditions 
there will probably be no reduction in 
these forces, although we ought soon 
to bs relieved of the necessity of 
maintaining an army in Cuba. But 
suppose the President calls for the 
other 18,045 men which are allowed 
him, and Uter ou transfers the Cubao 
force to the Philippines, if the exigen- 
cies of tha war demand it, the maxi- 
mum available for service thare will be 
but 80,000 man, which is 20,000 less 
than General Liwton n'i} other expert 
men deolara to UB lie . 
ary to military 


exterminate the. natives and conquer 
tha islands. 


It ia certainly to be hoped that the 


warfare will soon be brought to a close, 
but it is well for tbe public to realize 
that if die-worst I hut has been pre- 
dicted becomes true, the United States 
cannot possibly Fead to the seat of war 
more than 80,000 men to imbdae a na- 
tion of ten million of people.
